REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closet 
prior art Duan et al. (WO 9421229 cited on PTO form 1449) teach aerosol formulations 
comprising the same claimed polymers, same claimed drugs and same claimed 
propellants. However, Duan et al. fails to teach or disclose utilizing an amount of 
polymer at least four times the amount of drug to provide a sustained release of the 
drug. This amount is critical as it is this ratio of polymer to drug that provides for the 
sustained release of the drug. While Duan et al. does teach a range of polymer 
concentrations that could arrive at the claimed ratio, the preferred amount of polymer 
taught in Duan et al. (0.01 to 0.25) would not provide for higher amounts of polymer 
relative to drug. The exemplified embodiments exemplify the drug in greater amounts to 
the polymer. Furthermore, there is no suggestion in Duan et al. to utilize the polymer in 
an amount greater than the drug. Therefore, the instant invention is deemed novel and 
unobvious over the prior art.
